A monument has tieen put in place 
on the Cruhaugh farm in Columbiana 
county, Ohio, which marks the 
far­ 
thest northern point reached by the 
Confederate forces during the civil 
war. 


It also murks the spot where G en­ 
eral John ll. Morgan, the famous South­ 
ern 
leader surrendered. 
Many will 
not realize without looking at the map 
that Wellsville is further north than 
Gettysburg 
For many years un old locust tree 
marked the place of sun ender, 
but a 
-hurt time ago it died and 
was cut 
down, the stump tieing taken to East 
Liverpool, Ohio, 
and 
placed in 
the 
public library for safe keeping as a 
historical relic 
It was 
the idea of 
the lute W. L. 
Thompson, 
the well 
known song writer, 
who 
lived near 
the scene of the tight to erect a monu­ 
ment to murk the spot 


He had a fund well 
started when 
he suddenly died, but his friends took 
up the work and carried 
it through. 
A huge granite flow Ider 
was put 
in 
pluce lust year, but it was not until a 
few weeks ago that the bronze tablet 
was put in place and the monument 
dedicated. 
The tablet bears the 
in­ 
scription; * This stone marks the spot 
where the Confederate raider General 
John ll Morgan, surrender*#! his com­ 
mand t«> Major George W. Rue, July 
26. 
1868, and is the furthest jaunt 
north 
ever reached by a body of Coft- 
federate troops during the Civil War.

Been Proved.

W ashington, Feb. 4.—T h at Senator 
William Lorimor, of Illinois, holds his 
scat as tho result of bribery, and on 
th a t account should not be perm itted 
to continue in the senate, is the con­ 
clusion reac hed by Senator Root, of 
New York, and announced by him in 
an argum ent on th e floor of th e sen­ 
ate. 
Senator Root opened his rem arks 
.by criticising the viewpoint of the sub­ 
com m ittee th a t conducted the inquiry 
as to the scope of its duties. He point­ 
ed out that the sub-eom m ittee took 
the view 
that the Chicago Tribune 
was the plaintiff in th e case. He pro­ 
tested against this v.lew. 
“ It is the case of the senate of the 
United States, the case of the govern­ 
m ent of ,the United S tates; It is the 
case of representative governm ent the 
world over.” he said. 
Senator 
P aynter 
asked 
Senator 
Root to nam e w itnesses who should 
he called who w ere not. In reply Mr. 
Root enum erated 
several. Including 
Governor Deneen and Speaker E hurt 
Jeff. 
"Day by day nm! ni ;ht by night he 
was closeted w it ii Lee O’Neill Brown 
and Senator b r i n i e r , ” said Senator 
Root. 
Mr. P aynter said Shortie® was call­ 
ed before the com m ittee 
“Yes. for purely formal testim ony,” 
said Senator Root 
’Senator Root said th e sub-commit­ 
tee seemed to think the Chicago T ri­ 
bune the guardian of integrity of the 
sen ate 
He asked what th e T ribune 
had to do with it. 
Senator Lorimor w*as not present In 
th e chamber, as usual, but was lying 
down on a couch in one of the offices 
nearby 
Mr 
Root spoke w ithout notes and 
in the main his ad d ress consisted of 1 
(aret ii I analysis of the testim ony tak 
en by Die com m ittee 
T he argum ent 
w,»s almost entirely legal. 
The speaker lost little tim e In indi­ 
cating the conclusion he had reached, 
which was 
entirely antagonistic to 
Mr. P r im e r . 
H e took th e position 
that the investigating com m ittee had 
been at fault in perm itting either the 
attorney for Mr. G rittie r or the a tto r­ 
ney for the Chicago T ribune to direct 
its course In the m atte r of connecting 
Mr. I p rim e r with th e corruption of 
m em ers of the Illinois legislature, but 
agreed that even In th e fare of Its 
failure in this r e s e c t the com m ittee 
hail obtained sufficient evidence ef­ 
fectually to taint and Invalidate the 
election. 
In dissecting the evidence, Mr. Root 
said: 
"T he 
leadership 
of 
Ij*e 
O’Neill 
Browne over bis followers was proven 
to 
he 
leadership of corruption. 
It 
was founded on th e inveterate custom 
of following his vote and dividing the 
proceeds of the bribery of which he 
was the collector and distributor.” 
Senator Root insisted the evidence 
of corruption was so com pelling the 
senate could not ignore It. He utterly 
dissented from Hie view' of the com 
m ittee that the testim ony of White, 
Link and Beckem eyer that there had 
been bribery was not entitled to be 
regarded* as the truth.

FORCE NOW REACHES 1500 


Fighting Begin* at Juarez and Inhab* 


Rants Flee Into United States For 


Safety— Business House* Closed. 
| 


W ashington, Feb. 4.—T he acute rev­ 
olutionary situation along th e north- i 
era border of Mexico has moved the 
Ame. ii an governm ent to nosh tw elve 
additional troops of cavalry to the j 
frontier to preserve th e n eu trality of 
the United S tates. 
The A m erican m ilitary forces wjll 
prevent not only the m ovem ent of 
revolutionary bands from th is country 
into M exico, but also will prohibit de­ 
feated rebels w ith arm s from seeking 
refuge on th e territo ry of th e U nited 
S tates. 
T his action w as based upon strong 
rep resen tatio n s from the M exican gov­ 
ernm ent to the effect 
th a t 
arm ed 
hands of revolutionaries have been 
en terin g 
Mexico at isolated places 
along th e southern boundary of the 
U nited S tates. 
F urtherm ore, it w as declared, the 
revolutionists have crossed th e Rio 
G rande 
from 
Mexico, en terin g the 
U nited S tates for the purpose of m ak­ 
ing th eir way undisturbed 
through 
A m erican te rrito ry and th en re-enter­ 
ing Mexico for th e purpose of ojierat* 
log ag ain st a strateg ic point. 
In reply to th e pro tests of Mexico 
the U nited S tates governm ent has as­ 
sured th a t country th a t every m eas­ 
ure will he adopted w ith a view to 
preventing any violation of a neutral 
attitu d e on th e port of A m erica. 
The tw elve com panies of cavalry 
will m ake th e total m ilitary represen 
tattoo of th e U nited S tates aligned 
along th e fro n tier about 1500 men. In 
view of th e critical condition at Ciu­ 
dad Juarez, four troops of the addi­ 
tional cavalry forces will cam p at El 
Faso.

Mexico City, Feb.

fighting betw een federal troops and

Ciudad Juarez. 


Juarez at Mercy of Rebels. 
El Paso. Tex., Feb. 4. — Ciudad 
Juarez, .VIex., th e city across th e in­ 
ternational border from El Paso, ap­ 
parently is at the m ercy of th e inaur- 
recti*, who are converging to attack 
th e place, and who are reported to ba 
w ithin eight m iles of the city. 
Noti*e of intention to fire on the 
town has bean sent by th e insurgent 
leaders, but, as according to th eir de­ 
clarations, th eir m essenger w as cap­ 
tured and is being held prisoner, no 
official notice has yet reached the for­ 
eign consuls, and tw elve hours m ore 
will be allow ed to elapse before the 
attack is m ade. 
Abram G onzales, provisional gover­ 
nor of C hihuahua, says th a t the reb­ 
els in the O jiuaga d istrict have taken 
Coyame. 
An unexpected angle w as given the 
situation, how ever, by the possible ac­ 
tion of th e U nited S tates governm ent 
in considering 
the 
advisability of 
sending A m erican troops into Juarez 
to protect A m erican in te rests, and to 
prevent th e th reaten ed bom bardm ent. 
U nless reinforcem ents arriv e th e 300 
federal troops con stitu tin g th e g arri­ 
son of Ju arez probably could not pro 
vent Juarez fating into th e bands of 
the insurgents. 
Juarez is a deserted city. Business 
p lates have been closed, as have also 
been th e postoffice, banks and race 
track, and 
hundreds of Inhabitants 
of Ju arez have fled across th e inter­ 
national bridge to the protection of 
United S tates territory.

GARDEN SEED TESTING. 


It I* Important to Know Germinating! 
Qualities of 8tock. 
As a rule. American gardeners pay 
very little attention to sets! testing. 
depending mostly upon tile seeds the} 
buy as being strong and fresh. 
H ow­ 
ever, very often considerable quanti 
ties of seed are carried over from one 
season to another, and these are of 
more value than any new- supplies, be 
cause we have proved them by actual 
cropping on our land and under our 
conditions. ’ Hence it is very Impor­ 
tant to know the germ inating qualities 
of such stock to avoid louses or delays. 
There are several methods of seed 
testing in common use placing sivds 
between lavers of moist cloth, sowing 
in sand and sowing into ground. Each 
has its proper place and time. 
How­ 
ever, unless a test is carefully carried 
out It Ls worthless. 
Thus the opera­ 
tor must know the degree of heat atal 
amount of m oisture roost suitable. Tile 
same treatm ent will not do for all. 
We m ust try to get as near as possible 
at natural conditions. 
We must consider the season. Some 
s« m1s are very difficult to sprout in 
winter, and the nearer we approach 
their natural sprouting season the bet­ 
ter tho ti*st, while ct tiers again refuse 
to sprout in great bent, such as the 
summer months. 
Thus we see a test 
made out of season may prove entirely 
worthless or. worse than that, very 
misleading. 
During the w inter months* the sand 
test is the l»est, as mssis sprout more 
readily In clean sand than In moist 
earth, anil the sand giv«*s enough root 
action to allow us to Judge of the 
strength of the young plants, which 
the moist cloth test does not permit. 
The depth at, which (assis should Is* 
teated must be decided upon according 
to den son. 
Thus in the dark winter 
m o n th s very little covering is j*erniis- 
sible. while Inter on more covering is 
needed to allow for higher tem pera­
